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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Citizens of Strafford: 


For a few years no annual report of the superin- 
tendent has appeared in the Town Report. To be sure, 
there are statistical and other reports filed with the 
School Board and the State Board; but in reviving this 
custom, my purpose is to have at least a few of the 
features of our educational progress presented to the 
people in such a form that they can be read and pre- 
served. 


The outstanding material improvement of the year 
has been the alteration of the Crown Point schoolhouse 
so as to relieve the crowded conditions and improve 
the lighting. The windows were equipped with the 
most approved type of shades. The shed was joined to 
the main building by a passageway, so that it is en- 
tered from the schoolroom. Citizens of the Strafford 
Corner section have a building of which they may well 
be proud. More ample playground space is needed at 
this school. At the Center School, new steps have 
been constructed, and the lowering of the ceiling has 
resulted in more comfort and economy of fuel. The 
grounds of the Perkins school were graded in a limited 
area. 


Only one change was: made in the teaching staff 
this year. “The names of the schools with their 
teachers are as follows: 


Bow Lake Miss Shirla G. Bunnell 
Center Mrs. Irene H. Scribner 
Crown Point Miss Carrie L. Cooper 
Perkins Miss Lucy 8S. Chase 


Pinehurst Mrs. Merle L. Jewell 
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For the first time, a school nurse has been secured 
this year in co-operation with a number of other towns. 
Miss Ruth B. Whitcomb, R. N., has aided Dr. Merrill 
in examining the children, and has also followed this 
up with personal conferences with the parents in re- 
gard to health conditions. It is: hoped that in the 
future this work may be extended. This increased 
health service comes to us without additional expense 
to the tax-payers, as it is one of the items cared for by 
our state aid. 


In the ten years since the adoption of the present 
school law in 1919, notable progress has been made in 
education throughout the state. Among the notable 
features of that progress is equalization, by which 
the crumbs that fall from the tables of the wealthy 
communities are made to furnish a substantial meal of 
state aid for the less wealthy towns. Another feature 
of this decade of school progress is the lengthening of 
the school year throughout the state to 36 weeks, with 
a 3.2% increase in average attendance at the same 
time. In other words, we have added a year and a 
third to the average schooling of children in the small 
towns by furnishing eight full years of 36 weeks each. 
Moreover, High School enrollment has increased one- 
third, or nearly seven times as fast as elementary 
enrollment. Normal school enrollment has increased . 
from 240 to 924, with a decrease in per capita cost 
to the state from $324 to $135 per student. This has 
enabled an increase in the proportion of trained 
teachers from 63% to 83% of the total number. 
Standard schools everywhere in New Hampshire mean 
a nearer approximation to that ideal of democracy 
which is the chief aim of the American public schools.
